As I told you, he w;s workijjg in the Archives because 1 
ticked them i .to sending him up. I got a file list for 
him and he didn t want it. 1 stayed away from him because ! 
learned of FBI interest in hi, saw him privately to give 
him things, like when I learned of the decallisifaction of 
1347 and other things. He never once reported anything to 
me, as I assumed he would of files 1 hB d directed him to 
because they were of obvious interest to me. Without him 
there I’d have known these things in early 1S67 that we ai 
now just getting track of. Had there not been the problem 
of his security, I’d have gone through those things in 2-2 
67. O n ce I directed him to a file ana asked him to order a 
copy for me. ordered no copies and demurred on telling 
me* the contents of the file. I attributed this end other 
such things to an excessive interpretation of his functior 
Once, when we were together, we discussed a file that shov 
a Ferrie trip over the gulf coast to Mexico that he then 
dismissed as at the wrong time to hove carried Oswald. Whs 
I later asked him for the identification of the fileiji wher 
became obvious that Ferrie flew for other purposes, he had 
no record. So, he is not brilliant, not cooperative, not 1 
working. I wonder if he is or is not anything else but laz 
and disenchanted? This is for you and Hal only.
